bottles of sour and new milk or two or 
three basins of flour. ~~ “never took 
kindly to caravans, like Their fellow- 
nomads, the gipsies, but either took cheap 
lodgings in country towns, or slept by the 
roadside under the ride ‘shelter of their 
overturned carts. 

Many of the fribe have now forsaken the 
road and live im little cottages on the out- 
skirts of towns. In such communities one 
finds’ frequently many members of the 
hame. of O’Driscoll—the largest of the 
tinker clans. Tinkers visited, and still 
visit, every fair in Ireland, in their: réle 
of horse dealers; and very often their 
presence was an embarrassment to the 
local police, to whom the phrase; “to fight 
like tnkers, ” needed no cohmentary. For 
this reason there existed the famous re- 
gulation.in Killorglin, which ordained that 
during the renowned annua] Faire” Puck 
all tinkers’ should be outside the town 
before sundown. 


Mechanised Milking. 


Visiting a farm in County Kildare the 
other afternoon (writes a correspondent), 
I could not help smiling at the efforts of a 

' high-pressure "salesman to interest a 
farmer of the old school in the latest 
model of milking machine. ‘‘ Now that 
you have electric light Male " he said, 

‘there is absolutely no reason whatsoever 
why you should not modernise your milk- 
ing methods. With this machine you 
could increase your present milk supply 
by anything from 10 to 25 per cent. , You 
could also reduce your labour cests.”” He 

then demonstrated the efficiency 3 the 
machine by attaching it to the engine of 
his motor car. 

The * farmer was not. however. im- 
pressed. ‘‘ It’s a fine yoke all right.” he 
adnmiitted: “ but I don't think thé cows

Vestal Fires. 


I was greatly interested to read recently 
in an English new spaper of a peat-fire— 
at the Flask Inn, on the moorland road 
from Scarborough to Whitby—which is 
reputed to have been burning continuously 
for nearly a century. As a matter of fact, 
there are many such fires burning to-day 
in farmhouses in Irish country districts 
which could surpass with eas the 

‘record * claimed by the Yorkshire inn. 

I know of a fire in the South of Ireland 
w hat to recent. years had bnwned con. 
tinuofsly for seven generations——or, at a 
modest estimate, 140 years. The house 
contaiming this. fire: was’ situated within 
a half mile of a turf bog, from which came 
the supply of fuel, In the year 1922, 
heavy rains during summer flooded the 
bog, and coal had to be obtained. There- 
upon the firs, asked to assimilate some- 
thing foreign to its constitution, signified 
its disapproval py going out for the first 
time in more thar a hundred years.

Mo WINSTON CHURCHILL presided 


last night at the sixty-eighth dinner 

of the Newspaper Press Fund, held 
at the May Fair Hotel. With him was Mrs. 
Churchill. The High Commissioner for the 
Irish Free State, Mr. Dulanty, and the Presi- 
dent of the Institute of Journalists, Mr. W. 
C. Chillingworth, Dublin, were among the 
guests, 

Mr. Churchill said :;:—'' 
gained more in power in the twentieth 
century than the Press. It is almost the 
only institution which is standing up to-day. 
No institution has woven itself more closely 
into. the daily life of the people and of ail 
classes. 

“I have had on other oecasions to dwell 
pointedly even on some of the dan a which 

sata would follo from 
the undue pre- 
ponderance of news- 
paper opinion upon 
political ac tio n. 
(Laughter. ) 

“While our Parlia- 
mentary institutions 
have grown steadily 
weaker, our news- 
papers have become 
stronger, and the 
Press has __ blithely 
consented to fill the 
gap caused by the 
subsidence of t he 
House of Commons, 
and I will not say 
the extinction, but 
euthanasia of the House of Lords, (Laughter.) 

Lam a. member of the Institute of 
Journalists, and a working member. 

“But I have at ‘least one other eapacity, 
and that is as a politician. 

“ There, I must say, I sometimes fall foul 
of the Press, and I sometimes fall foul 
of the popular Press. [ think to-night I 
must be .frank... I must tell you. my true 
opinion of.the. popular Press. 

“T feel quite different towards them when

they support me from what I do when they 
oppose me—(loud laughter)—and, from w! 

I have been able to learn of recent proceed 
ings, that is almost exactly the attitude oí 
my leader, Mr. Baldwin. (Laughter. ) 

“What I have been asking myself is 
whether the Press, which is undoubtedly an 
immense stabilising factor in this country. 
may not have obliterated or overshadowed 
the growth of individual opinion and of 
individual personality in the districts, cities, 
villa és and country parts of our land? 

he life of British journalism had in this 
country been characterised by a very high 
standard of behaviour, There was no Press 
in the world incorruptible like the British 
Press. There was no Press in the world so 
fair and decent towards the private life oi 
individuals as the British Press. There was 
no Press where the public man, or any ma! 
interviewed by the newspaper could rely 
being treated honourably and not misrepre 
sefited, and not betrayed in its personal con 
fidence or indiscretion, as he could in 
British newspaper Press.” (Cheers.)
